The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

MR. LOUIS GAGE appeared before the Council stating he had been trying
to get the creek below him opened for sbout a year and a half. When the Capitol
Plaza Center above him finished paving their area, and should anothey big rain
come, he did not know what would heppen to his center (Cameron Village) when all
the water came rushing down. When the water gets down to the bridge, there is
no place for it to go. The Mayor recalled that there was an easement to be
obtained, and stated that if the matter could not be worked out within the
_next few days, that legal proceedings be started. The City Attorney stated
that the damage to Mr. Gage was from waber which had not reached the creek,
but was on its way to the creek. Mr. Gage inquired sbout the plans for draining
the area ahove him. The Director of Public Works stated the last plans of
drainage will come before his Department for approval, but as he understood it
now, work was still being done. Mr., Gage stated if the City would get the creek
open downt below him, it would help.

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The Meyor read the report from the Tax Equalization Board, and the
Council received it and ordered it filed. The report is as follows:

"September 23, 1959

"City Council of the City of Bustin

"Dear Council Members:

"In conformity with the provisions of the Charter of the City of Austin, Ehe
Board of Equalization, appointed by you, herewith submits its report to the
City Council after completion of the Board's work nn the tax rolls of the City
for the year 1959, except for the School Districts outside the city limits.

"The Board of Equalization met for business on July 13, 1959. Our meetings

have always begun on time with every Board member present. Approximately 467
protests covering 1050 tex items were heard by the Board. Adjustments were

made where, in the opinion of the Board, such changes were necessary to properly
evaluate the property and conform to the policy of seeing that all tax assesg-
menks were uniform snd equal as provided by law.

"During the entire session we have enjoyed the spiendid cooperstion of the mem-
bers of the Tax Depardment. In our opinion, the City has an efficient and well
orgenized Tax Department, so vital to the interests of all citizens, and often
80 little appreciated.

"The msjority appesring vefore the Board came with the expectation of receiving
tax reductions. In s friendly mammer they were told of the incressing demands
of owr rapidly growing city and that all must be equally taxed on the basis of
their holdings. While some were justified in seeking reductions, others re-
quested individual reductions which had no merit and coutd noct be grasnted.
Usually explanations were taken in good spirit snd they departmd feeling that
Justice and equalization in all tax matters is the proper policy to pursue.

"The Board of Equalization, having completed its work, stands adjourned subject
to the call of the City Council to render sny assistance the Council may desire.

Texas, in the enforcement of the proper Police, Traffic and Fire regulations;
and the right of revocation is retsined, if after hearing it is found by the
City Council thsat the said Walter Bohn has failed and refused and will continue
to fail and refuse to perform any such conditions, regulations, and ordinances.

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Walter Bohn
for permission to construct, maintein, and operate a drive-in gasoline filling
station and to construct commercisl driveways in conjunction therewith upon
the property located at the southwest corner of the intersection of Briarcliff
Boulevard and Westminster Drive which property fronts approximstely 25 feet on
Briarciiff Boulevard and approximately 138 feet on Westminster Drive, being known
as a portion of Block C of Gaston Place in the City of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, snd the property upon which this filling station is to be located is
"owned by Walter Bohn end is under lease to Calhoun-Smith Digtribution Company.
We hereby advise that the following conditions exist.

“"The property upon which this filling station is to be located is
designated as "Ceneral Retail® upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

“"All dresinage, patural or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such & manner that such drainage will not flow across the side-
walk area into the street, and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to
others in the neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such drainsage
shall be entirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any waste connection
t0 a gtorm sewer which empties into an open drainagewsy shall be discontinued,
if the waste becomes a nuisance or dameges any property or rights of others in
the vicinity of the open dralnageway.

"We recommend that Walter Bohn be granted permission to constnuct,
maintain, and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to comstruct
curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the following
conditions.

“(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from the Department of
Public Works for entrances snd drivewsys; building lines to be approved by the
City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Department
of Public Works as to future gradasof the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent
streets before he starts any construction relstive to the £illing station.

*(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps
shall be so located that it will be impracticable to service motor wvehicles
therefrom while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewslk,
street, or alley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connec-
tion with the storsge and handling of gasoline shall be an spproved type and
shall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all construc-
tion of the filling station improvements shall be in accordance with the
Building Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinsnce, the Filling Station Ordineance, and
in accordance with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water
or olls upcon the City Streets.

“{4) That the grades of the sbtation shall be such that no waste water
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or oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that all of said 0ils and water shsll be concentrated into a combined grease and
sand Egap which shall be constructed in accordance with ocur standsrd plan
2-H-146.

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto sttached which
plan bears the Department of Public Work file number 2 - H - 1671.

"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2 :.1671 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the
requirements of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall spply for a
finsl inspection, and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue &
Certificgtion of Operstion before such filling station can be put into service.

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of A & A Tremsport, by

H. F. Severn, Jr., for permission to operste a private gasoline plsnt consisting
of a 6000 gallon underground tank and electric pump for the sole purpose of
servicing their own motor equipment and from which no gasoline is to be sold,
upon property locsted on the south side of Gonzales Street, which property is
designgted as part of R. T. Davis 1.09 acre tract (unplatted), in the City of
Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally known as 4819 CGonzales Street.

"Barly in 1958 the City took bids on a 8000,000 1b/hr boiler to be in-
stalled in the new Power Plant. Combustion Engineering, Inc. was the low bid
of $1,680,291.00 for all materials. This quotation included complete erection
of insulation and refractory setting. PBoiler Erection quotation was $439,015.00,
A1 quotations have an esculation ceiling of 20%. :

"The specifications and contract for the construction and erection of the
Power Plant was contracted to H. B. Zachry Co. in the spring of 1959. These
specifications included the take out price of $390,366.00 for the erection of
the boiler plus the labor for the insulation and refractory setting. This teke
out price was less then Combustion Engineering, Inc. of $439,015.00 and the
H. B. Zachry Co. was swarded the boiler erection. Combustion Engineering, Inc.
have agreed 1o delete from their material contract price of $1.,680,201.00 for
the insulstion and refraction setting materials $i4h,477.00 and $105,050.00 for
the labor to install the insulation end refractory setting, making a total of

$149,527.00

"H. B. Zachry Company agrees to furnish the materials, insulation end
refractory setting for & lump sum of $43,340.00 plus the lsbor. The lsbor to
install this meterial is included in the contract boiler price of $390,366.00
mentioned above. Also, in the boiler take out price of H. B. Zachry Company
there is included $68,719.00 to install the boiler insulstion and refractory
material. This figure compares with the labor figure of Combustion of
$105,050.00.

"During the final design of the boiler the Combustion Engineering, Inc.
changed the original design on sloping floor of the furnace to use 3% inch
block in place of U inch blanket as specified, which will require an additionsl
labor figure of $L,483.60. In recapping these figures we can teke a credit
on Combustion Engineering contract for the sum of $149,527.00 and will increase
the H. B. Zachry contract by $44,823.50, When we add this $44,823.00 to the
H. B. Zachry take out lebor price of $68,719.00 (shown in attached letter) to ]
ingtall insulation asnd refractory, we will have & net reduction in the contract

of $35,985.50.

"Attached are coples of letters covering the additions and deductions to
complete your file.

"I recommend that we take advantage of these savings by approving attached
change orders.

Street Power Station for insulation, refractory and labor, stating that if the
lebor and materials required for installation of the boiler for the new power
Plant were deducted from COMBUSTION ENGINEERING, INC., and added to H. B.

The only other bid received for this item
was from Alamo Welding Supply Company and this bid is high at $0.0485 per 1b.
The quality of chlorine offered by all bidders meets our specification. We
have no reason t0 believe that the service offered by the low bidders will not
also be about the same.

"It is also noted that of the bidders who bid $0.0473, Diamond Alkali
Company and Thompson-Hayward Chemical Company state that if there should be
a price reduction or a reduction in freighi rates, such reduction would accrue
to our benefit. The Frontier Chemical Company and the Columbia Southern Chemical
Compeny bids do not show where a price reduction would accrue Lo our benefit.
